MacGregor School Closing 


site, at the February 6 Board of 
Education meeting, 

A member of the Citizen's Ad- 
visory Committee, who was pres- 
ent, expressed the opinion that 
the political ramifications of clos- 
ing the school, while building a 
new one, could create an emotion- 
al problem with many 
and their pocketbooks—especial- 
ly the senior citizens, 

Others questioned whether the 
School District would be faced 
with the problem of major reha- 
bilitation at Cornell School in 
another five years; while anoth- 
er asked if age was a factor in 
judging the unsuitableness of a 
school. ‘What guarantee do we 
have that new buildings will last 
or be as good in 25 years or 
more?” a father asked. 

In answer to these and other 
questions, William Corlett, archi- 
tect for the Albany Unified 
School District, told the audience 
that MacGregor School is 25 
years old, and typical of build- 
ings constructed at a minimum 
cost at that time. The school is 
built on a concrete slab, he noted, 
With a wood frame and stucco 
construction, and almost identical 
with that of Vista School. 

In contrast, the east wing at 
Cornell, and the Administration 
Office building, are reinforced 
concrete. Because of this type 
construction, they have a consid- 
erable longer life expectancy, and 
the major concern for this type 
of building is only for interior 
rehabilitation. 


residents 


Corlett said it is possible, while | 


rehabilitating, to build into Cor- 
nell Schoo] the kind of education 
facilities being planned for Ma- 
rin. However, in the case of Mac- 
Gregor or Vista, there is simply 
insufficient space to house such 
badly-needed facilities as a li- 
brary and media center, staff 
workrooms, and a lunchroom, 

In terms of life expectancy for 
new buildings, the architect con- 
tinued, built under 
struction methods and_ using 
modern building designs and ma- 
terials, today’s buildings should 
last for 50 years or more. 

The February 6 meeting was 
called by the Board of Education 
primarily to review plans for a 
bond election to possibly be held 
in May, providing the Board can 
reach a decision before the end 
of February . 

However, because the audience 
dwelt almost wholly on the Mac- 
Gregor School problem, no deci- 
sion was reached at this meeting. 

The Board has indicated that 
they will keep the public in- 
formed concerning future meet- 
ings, and any activities of the 
Board concerning the question.

No W-2 Form -- 
No State Refund 


Many taxpayers are failing to 
attach a copy of all their W-2 
forms to the face of their State 
income tax returns, according to 
Martin Huff, Executive Officer of 
the Franchise Tax Board. 

“Since State income tax is now 
also withheld from wages, tax- 
payers must attach ‘a copy of 
their W-2 form to the State in- 
come tax return in order to re- 
ceive credit for the amount with- 
held,’ Huff said. 

In order to expedite refunds, 
Huff also urged taxpayers to 
verify their social security num- 
ber is correct, the return has been 
signed, and the label included 
with the form that was mailed to 
all taxpayers earlier is attached. 

“Tf the taxpayer will follow 
these steps and file early, we can 
assure him that his refund will 
be issued promptly,” the Tax 
Board representative noted. 

Refund returns must be mailed 
to Post Office Box 13-540, Sacra- 
mento, CA 95813.
